WILMINGTON - It was a race 
that included a live debate, scores 
of signs in yards, a handful of 
media interviews, a couple of gen- 
tlemanly gestures, and a pep- 
pered criticism or two. 

Three men ran for the one 
three-year seat that was available 
on the Board of Selectmen this 
election season, but now only one 
of them is able to call the seat his 
own. At the polls on Saturday, 
April 15, local voters overwhelm- 
ingly decided that they wanted to 
hand the seat to the man who 
already has been keeping it warm 
for 22 years. 

Incumbent Robert J. Cain, who

Wildwood School 
“Outdoor” adventure

WILMINGTON - If ever direc- 
tor Steven Spielberg finally gets 
around to filming that rumored 
fourth “Indiana Jones” movie, he 
might want to hold his casting 
call with the fifth graders at the 
Wildwood School. Harrison Ford 
isn’t getting any younger, you 
know. 

For four days last week 75 fifth 
graders at the Wildwood School 
went to Camp 40 Acres in North 
Wilmington, where they partic- 
ipated in a program of problem- 
solving activities that took them 
from one cliffhanger to the next. 

The program, which 
Wilmington schools have been 
taking part in for the past three 
years, is called “Outdoor Life.” 
The activities are run by Richard 
Barry, who operates Camp 40 
Acres for the non-profit corpora- 
tion, Wilmington Camps. 

The intent of the program is to 
instill confidence in these young 
adventurers, so that they can 
learn to make their own decisions 
and try to solve their own prob- 
lems. 

The literature that details the 
“Outdoor Life” program says it 
best. 

It reads, “If we as adults pro- 
ject our own solutions, we stymie 
the children’s efforts and they 


become dependent on us for 
answers. Oftentimes, we help 
children because we don't want 
them to fail. There is often more 
learning through failure than 
through success.” 

Still, parents and teachers can 
play too. Doreen Crowe, a regis- 
tered nurse, attended the four-day 
fun with the kids and the teachers 
to help with any scrapes and 
bruises that might have occurred. 
She also joined the fun as a par- 
ent, for her oldest son was in the 
group, as well 

“Parents and teachers had to 
let the children figure out the 
solutions for themselves,” says 
Crowe, who will become the 
school nurse at the Shawsheen 
School in May. “We were allowed 
to give them suggestions, 
though.” 

The 75 fifth graders were divid- 
ed into teams of twelve individu- 
als. 

Throughout the four days, the 
Wildwood teams faced a number 
of daunting challenges. Before 
conquering such obstacles, they 
had to all work together to create 
a solution that enabled them to 
meet the task in a way that 
demonstrated efficiency, creativi- 
ty, and, most importantly, team- 
work.

WILMINGTON Two 
Wilmington teenagers have been 
arrested for allegedly beating two 
victims in North Reading with a 
baseball bat and handgun. 

Alexander F. Roscilla, 18, of 
5301 Pouliot Place in Wilmington, 
and Domenic C. Rosa, also 18, of 
20 Wilson Street in Wilmington, 
are two suspects in a trio of indi- 
viduals believed to have adminis- 
tered the beatings to the victims 
on the night of Monday, April 17.

dogs should also be considered 

1, myself, have noticed a marked 
decline over the last 20 years of 
beneficial creatures such as toads 
and frogs. Much of it having to do 
with chemicals and other pollut 


ants. Some birds such as the snipe 
and woodcock have al! but disap- 
peared due to chemical sprays over 
farm areas in their winter range 
Honeybees have seriously affected 
numbers due to insecticide and her- 
bicides being administered irre- 
sponsibly, and honeybees are 
“moneybees” to farmers anorchard 
owners. Many fruits, including 
apples and pears could not repro- 
duce were it not for bees 

When chemicals are finally 
washed into the ground, where do 
they go” Those that are not filtered 
out by the ground eventually reach 
the water table, and water is no 
respecter of property lines. If you 
use well water the question isn't 
whether you are drinking “impuri 
ties,” the question now becomes 
“what are acceptable levels?” How 
much can you safely ingest? Sadly, 
it took nearly 30 years for the good 
people of Woburn to find out 

Fortunately, there are non-le- 
thal alternatives to lawn and gar- 
den care (or at least less lethal). A 
good place to start is your local 
county agricultural extension agent 
or the Audubon Society who can 
refer you to a local entymologist

Dear Editor: 

On behalf of the American Can- 
cer Society, I would like to applaud 
the efforts of the Town of Wilming- 
ton to explore measures that will 
protect the health of its residents. 
An article in support of smoke free 
restaurants will be represented at 
the April 22 Town Meeting, which 
starts at 10:30 a.m. and will be held 
at Wilmington High School. 

As a cancer survivor, I strongly 
believe we should try to put a stop 
toall cancers that can oe prevented, 
such as those caused by tobacco. 
Tobacco smoke contains over 50 
known cancer causing compounds. 
In fact, the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association (1/98) es- 
timates that 53,000 deaths occur 
nationally each year as a result of 
environmental tobacco smoke 
(ETS). There is also medical evi- 
dence of a casual relationship be- 
tween ETS and asthma, heart dis- 
ease, Sudden Infant Death Syn- 
drome (SIDS), respiratory infec- 
tions in infants, and cancer of the 


lung and nasal sinus. 

Wilmington residents recognize 
that there is no safe level of expo- 
sure to environmental tobacco 
smoke. Last year, Clark University 
conducted a voter opinion survey 
and found that the majority of Wilm- 
ington residents who responded 
prefer smoke-free dining. In fact, 
only eight percent of the respon- 
dents said they would oppose a 
regulation further restricting or 
banning smoking in Wilmington 
restaurants. 

l urge the residents of Wilming- 
ton to attend the town meeting on 
April 22 to make their voices heard 
in favor of smoke free restaurants.

In control, no control or out of control? 


Dear Editor: 

Having grown up in Wilmington, 
I have seen many changes. Some 
good, some bad, some done “By the 
Book,” and some sort of “Grew in 
overnight.” Point in Question. “Who 
is in charge of Building Inspec- 
tions?” Not the Building Inspector, 
as I have found out. Let's go way 
back 

Back in the late 30’s my grand- 

parents came from Charlestown. 
Back then, coming to Wilmington 
and “Silver Lake” was a day long 
trip. Like my going to Lake 
Winnipesaukee now. Their dream 
was to own a house on Silver Lake 
in Wilmington. Early in the 1940's 
they did just that. They bought their 
dream house on their “Golden Pond 
- Silver Lake! Not just them, mind 
you, three of their daughters and 
one of their sons also moved out of 
the city to “The Lake.” Of the 12 
children in my grandparents fam- 
ily, eight settled in Wilmington. My 
grandparents lived for that house, 
the beauty of the lake andthe peace 
and enjoyment of their “Golden 
Years.” 

My grandparents have since 
passed away. My mother lives now 
in her mother’s house and my 
brother and his family occupies my 
mother’s house. Three generations 
at “The Lake.” My mother, who is 
ina wheelchair andin failing health, 
has slaved her life away working to 
put her four childrenthrough school, 
and to have something worth living 
for in her “Golden Years.” She en- 
joys looking out her window, seeing 
the beauty of the Lake, watching 
the.birds and enjoying, as best she 
can, all that she has worked for 

her entire life. Her wish 
is to have her house kept in the 
family for the “Fourth Generation,” 
to love and enjoy the same beauty 
of Silver Lake, that she and her 
mother before her did. Her dream 
was destroyed “Overnight” by what 


I believe to be carelessness, and 
negligence, and “passing the buck,” 
in Wilmington politics. You make 
up youR own mind. 

My nither’s neighbors, who are 
also handicapped, had chosen to 
tear down their old house an build a 
new home that was handicap ac- 
cessible. Great idea, and one that 
neither my mother, nor my family 
would ever consider hindering, in 
any way. Wilmington has a build- 
ing code and a building inspector to 
make sure it is built “By the Book;” 
right? My neighbor's lot was 75 feet 
wide, by about 166 feet long. My 
mother’s lot is 74 feet wide, and the 
neighbor on the other side of the 
“new” house (lot C) has a lot 100 
feet wide. Between this neighbor 
and the new house wasa paper road 
30 feet wide. Some how the owners 
convinced the town this road was 
no longer used and eventually di- 
vided the road equally between them 
and the other neighbor. Fair enough 
- almost! 

Thenew homeowner hired a sur- 
veyor who claims the lot (lot C), 
that was 100 feet plus 15 feet added 
for the road (100 deeded and re- 
corded in the Register from the 
Middlesex Ice Company in 1928, 
confirmed in 1947, 1978, 1986 and 
again in January, 2000), was pro- 
jected to be only 93.4 feet wide, and 
the lot of the “New Home” was now 
94.3 feet. 

The new house, which all the 
neighbors were led to believe would 
bea modest sizedranchhome, (they 
had one moved onto the lot, to live 
in, before the old house was torn 
down, which we all thought was 
going onto a new foundation), was 
actually “temporary” and a gigan- 
tic, oversized ranch that could not 
fit properly on the lot because of the 
size, needed not only additional foot- 
age from the “paper street,” but 
had to be positioned sideways on 
the lot. This new house arrived

Dear Editor: 

In response to Mr. Curtis’ letter 
to the editor, I have a few com- 
ments that I would like to share. 
Although not handicapped, I too, 
feel that handicapped people should 
enjoy the same rights and privi- 
leges as those who are not, includ- 
ing the availability of MBTA ser- 
vice. I would challenge anyone who 
says that to have a 900 foot mini- 
mum distance from the parking lot 
to the train for a handicapped per- 
son is a victory, especially when 
the train will be 10 feet fromthe lot 
itself and maybe 50 feet from Main 
Street. This train station is being 
considered a remodel rather than a 
newstation partially because it does 
not meet the standards of a new 
station. 

If the town is being forced to 
accept this train station, shouldn’t 
we demand the best station pos- 
sible? Is a station that does not 
meet new station standards accept- 
able to Wilmington? I feel also that 
this station is not as Mr. Curtis 
states - “an abuse of progress” but 
rather seems to be “an abuse of 


immediately after the new founda- 
tion, on two flatbed trucks, and was 
up on the new foundation, virtually 
“Overnight.”

He said it was not his 
job. I asked “who’s job is it?” I was 
told the “surveyor.” So, I called the 
surveyor who told me the “Pro- 
posed New Foundation Survey” was 
done over two years ago. I asked 
“Where” were the boundary mark- 
ers, and was told “There were none 
put in.” So, how do you know where 
the boundary is, and how do they 
measure. Not his job either. I even 
called the Wilmington Town 
Manager’s office, he also told me 
it’s not the building inspector’s job. 
But they couldn't tell me just who’s 

jobit is. Now they want me to prove 
where my boundary line is. (There 
has been a fence there for over 30 
years that my grandfather put in, 
and the original owner of the New 
House, made sure the fence wasn’t 
onhis land.

Nelson peti- 
tioned six of the 57 articles that 
will be placed before residents 
who will attend the meeting and 
shape Wilmington for the year to 
come 

“Articles 37 through 42 are the 
ones that I had put on the Town 
Meeting warrant,” says Nelson. 
“If articles 37 and 38 pass, then I 
will be able to run for the 
Planning Board or the Finance 
Committee.” 

Regardless of the outcome of 
his petitioned articles at the Town 
Meeting, Nelson is determined to 
remain a fixture of Wilmington 
politics for years to come. . 

“I'm going to stay in the mix 
for quite some time,” concludes 
Nelson. “I'll keep updating and 
promoting my website, and I'll do 
my best to keep my articles on 
the ballots in the years to come.”

Sibling rivalry 


“Why does my son of eight de- 
spise his younger sister of six? We 
treat them both the same. Neither 
one is deprived of our love or atten 
tion. Yet, I find my son abusing his 
sister by hitting and teasing her, He 
also makes up negative stories to 
get her in trouble. My husband and 
I have explained to our son the 
injustice of his abuse. It hurts us to 
think our son may have a streak of 
cruelty. Our daughter does not de- 
erve this abuse. She is the most 
loving, well behaved child a parent 
could ask for. 

We are very concerned, because 
the more we try to correct the situ 
ation the worse things get. Every 
form of punishment has been tried 
from confinement to the loss of all 
privileges. Is there anything we 
can do to alleviate this family pain?” 

This family situation is more 
prevalent than one might believe 
Spoiled child, bad seed, or bad 
parenting has been blamed as pos- 
sible causes. However, children, by 
nature are jealous, envious, and 
competitive in relating to their sib- 
lings. The child needs only to feel 
loved then their brother or 
sister to feel angry. This can hap- 
pen easily due to the different per- 
sonalities of children. Some chil 
dren are easy going, lovable, and 
always willing to ple Others 
can be irritating, obstinate, and 
non-conforming, If you have chil- 


less 


dren with these varied personali- 
ties, chances are you will have a 
problem. It could also be your extra 
concern about the welfare of a 
younger child. 

It can all start by parents relat- 
ing differently to their children. 
Your conforming child will elicit 
your smile, soft tones, and encour- 
aging statements, all confirming 
love and acceptance. The child who 
irritates you will never get thesame 
response. After all, this child is 
aggravating you. There is, how- 
ever, a great hurt for both parent 
and child because, as a parent or 
child you want to be close and com- 
fortable with each other. Your love 
may survive, but liking and enjoy- 
ing this child could be a problem. 

If you are like most parents you 
will respond with a limited toler- 
ance, less control, and avoidance. 
Even when you are aware of the 
harm you are causing you may fall 
short of presenting sincere accep- 
tance. The sincerity and the true 
acceptance needed for this trying 
child will not be there. Unless the 
parents realize the true dynamics 
of this type of sibling rivalry, the 
reason for it may always remain a 
secret 

In most cases, the reason can be 
very simple. The assumed bad child 
is hurting. He feels unaccepted. He 
knows he's losing the battle to be 
number one. His rival brother or

sister is winning the parents’ love 
and approval. To a child there is no 
greater loss. He automatically com- 
pares the differences of his rela- 
tionship to his parents to that of his 
sibling. In this particular case the 
situation is more extreme due to 
the exceptional well behaved and 
loving daughter. However, many of 
these sweet, innocent children can 
be very manipulative in getting their 
sibling in trouble. Sobbing and with 
tears inher eyes she cries out, after 
aninsignificant touching, “John hit 
me.” Every opportunity to hold on 
to her position of favor will be uti- 
lized. If John breaks any rules you 
can be sure it will be reported to the 
parents. 

Parents become victimized by 
their strong involvement. They see 
injustice, cruelty, and manipula- 
tion coming from one they love 
being vented on another they adore. 
However, they are blinded from the 
truth of the jealous love their chil- 
dren possess toward each other. 

To be number one with their 
parents is a life time goal. Once 
parents realize this reality they can 
begin to mend and adjust this com- 
plex problem. Reprimanding the 
abusive child because of his sibling 
must come to an end. Otherwise 
you will fuel the animosity forever 
This may seem unrealistic; how- 
ever, this dilemma could soon end. 


Start looking for all the positive 
things the negative child does and 
praise each aid every time, espe- 
cially the little good things he does 
for his sibling. Start looking for all 
the positive things the negative child 
does. Praise your child each and 
every time, especially the good 
things he does for the positive child, 
The abusive child must begin to 
believe that his sibling is no longer 
a threat. 

If anything, he should feel he/ 
she is an asset. Parents’ statements 
can make this a reality. “Thank you 
for helping your sister. She is so 
fortunate to have you for a brother. 
You make me so proud when you 
protect her from other children.” 
The positive child now becomes the 
vehicle for the abusive child’s ac- 
ceptance and love from the parent. 
However, be very careful your posi- 
tive child is not forgotten. They 
must both feel they are number 
one. It will take time and effort that 
will pay off. In the meantime you 
are praising and building a closer 
relationship with your children. 
More than ever children need par- 
ents to communicate their accep- 
tance and love.

Thomas Convery 


A Red Cross "Hometown Hero"

{ WILMINGTON - Here is a man 
who is definitely not afraid of 
needles. 

To the American Red Cross, 
Wilmington resident Thomas 
Convery is what the organization 
alls one of its “Hometown Heroes,” 
sémebody who has donated blood 
often and shows continued commit- 
ment to helping his fellow man stay 
healthy. To those who have needed 
blood over the years, he may not 
only be considered a hometown 
hero. He may be considered a life 
saver, as well. 

Inearly 1999 Convery asked Pam 
Levensailor, an American Red 
Cross Charge Nurse, how many 
times in one year a single donor 
could give blood, Levensailor didn’t 
so much answer Convery’s ques- 
tion as she did challenge him 

“In 1997 I donated blood six 
times,” Convery recently told the 
Red Cross. “In 1998 I donated blood 
six times, as well. I wanted to 
donate seven times in one year, but 
Pam said that it was impossible. I 
wanted to prove her wrong.” 

‘He did. Levensailor’s challenge 
was precisely the shot in the arm 
that Convery needed, for in 1999 he 
donated blood anastdnishing seven 
times. 

Levensailor had maintained that 
a Gonor could only donate blood six 
times a year because that is all a 
donor's health would permit. So 
Where did Convery find the loop- 
hole that afforded him one extra 
trip to the Red Cross clinic last 
year? 

“I went home and got my calen- 
dar out,” says Convery. “I figured 
out that if I were to go donate blood 
within the first ten days of the new 
year, then I would still be eligible to 
also go donate blood every eight 


weeks throughout 1999. That’s how 
I was able to donate seven times.” 
ery year the American Red 
holds a V.I-P. reception for 
everyone who has donated blood 
four or more times throughout the 
year. Convery was told that this 


year members of the Red Cross will 
attend the reception and tell his 
story to inspire people to donate 
blood as often as they can. 

“There are a lot of people who 
donate blood four times a year,” 
states Convery. “Now imagine if 


each of them donated one more 
time a year. That would do a lot to 
help the blood banks.” 

Convery himself has done a lot 
to help those blood banks through- 
out the years. He first gave blood 
whenhe entered the service in 1971, 


and he has continued to make such 
donations ever since. Every eight 
weeks he goes to the American 
Legion on Winn Street in Burlington 
to donate blood at the American 
Red Cross clinic that is established

Barbara Bourassa said it took 
her a while to realize what life's all 
about.

"When you get to be in your mid- 
to-late-thirties, youstart to ask your- 
self what have I done for me and 
what have I done for other people," 
said Bourassa, "But one begins to 
realize that it's not about doing 
things for yourself, it's about help- 
ing others. It took mea longtime to 
realize that." 

While some of Monday's 17,383 
runner class that participated in 
the 104th annual Boston Marathon 
have their own individual reasons 
for running the grueling 26.2 miles 
whether competition, pure enjoy- 
ment or the just the tradition, 
Bourassa does it to help others. 

She is a member of the Dana 
Farber Marathon Challenge Team, 
which is in it's eleventh year. It is 
made up of runners from 20 states 
across the nation, all of whom are 
expected to raise atleast $1,500. But 
Bourassa has raised a little more 
than that 

"I've managed to raise just over 
$5,000," said the pleased runner. 


"My original goal was $6,500, but 
I'm happy that I've raised more 
than I did two y ago, Everyone 
has just been so amazing with do- 
nations." 

Sadly, Bourassa has known 
several family members and friends 
who have died from various can- 
cers. Three years ago, her father- 
in-law was diagnosed with lung 
cancer and has since passed away. 

"My husband and him were very 
close, and it's very sad that he 
won't get to see his grandson grow 
up," said Bourassa. "Before he 
passed away, I told him (in 98") that 
I was going to run the race and I 
think he understood. He has beena 
huge inspiration for me." 

This is her second marathon, as 
she took a year off after 1998's first 
run from Hopkinton to Copley 
Square. 

"I have a young son, and obvi- 
ously running the marathon is a 
huge commitment," said Bourassa 
"Last year I went to the race to 
watch and cheer everyone on

again." 

Bourassa is originally from New 
York has obviously been training 
for the big event for some time now 
She has used a combination of cross- 
training, swimming and weight-lift- 


ing to help her prepare. 

"I used a variety of training 
methods," she said. "I usually go 
for fairly long runs on the weekend. 
Dana Farber put together a good 
program that I've been following." 

Dana Farber rents a hall in 
Hopkinton near the starting point 
of the race, where members can 
gather and socialize. After the 
race, Farber officials escort run- 
ners to a recovery zone where doc- 
tors examine you and make sure 
you're okay.

"Dana Farber is a terrifically 
run organization that is well orga- 
nized," said Bourassa. "They sup- 
ply the training programs, a 
monthly newsletter, and basically 
any support you need." 

This year Bourassa hopes this 
year to run the big event in under 
five hours. When she ran it in 1998, 
her time was 4:57.32. 

"Under five [hours] is my goal, 
but I at the very least hope to do it 
under six," she said. "Everyone 
who completes it in under six 
(hours ] receives a medal, and that 
would be cool."

This wasn't exactly the way the 
Wilmington baseball team has 
hoped to start it's season.

Brian Casterlin, Glen 
Thompson and Fred Gentner 
meet three times a week to work 
out at the new Burbank YMCA 
in Reading. They roll over to the 
Fitlinxx computers and run off 
a copy of their exercise regi- 
men 

They each have their favorite 
Cybex machines, but they also 
have mutual goals. Their goals 
range from building up their 
upper bodies to preventing dete- 
rioration of their muscle mass. 
Glenn and Fred have been 
afflicted with spinal cord 
injuries and Brian has a neuro- 
logical disorder, and each man 
relies on a wheelchair for mobil- 
ity. 

Brian was a self-employed 
welder before Gullain Barre’ 
Syndrome, a viral infection, left 
him paralyzed in 1996 at the age 
of 36. He uses a wheelchair to 
ambulate, “With Gullain Barre’ 
Syndrome I will regain 95 to 98% 
of my muscle recovery with 
therapy,” he told me as he 
worked out on the torso rotation 
machine. 

If he did not have physical 
therapy regularly, his condition 
would not improve because his 
muscles needed strengthening 
exercises, With the use of the Y 
and the pool, he is doing a lot of 
muscle exercises which will 
help him gain more control 
When he heard about the 
Reading YMCA, newly opened 
in September 1999, he was over- 
joyed! 

The facility is almost 100% 
handicapped accessible with the 
exception of a front door opener. 
An elevator in the rear of the

Fred Gentner, 53 years old

machine, you can use it.” Fred 
is a software designer who was 
able to return to work after a 
back operation that left him 
paralyzed from the waist down. 
He now has upper body muscu- 
lar control, but lower body par- 
tial paralysis. For three weeks 
he was at the Spaulding Rehab 
Hospital and then from May 
1999 to January of 2000, Fred 
was at The New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital in 
Woburn and confined to a 
wheelchair. He felt some move- 
ment in his legs and believes he 
will walk again after months or. 
years of therapy. Fred’s favorite 
therapy is the pool 

When he wheels himself 
from the extra large changing 
rooms to the pool, he can trans- 
fer himself to either the zero 
entry pool ramp or the easy 
access hydraulic chair lift that 
lowers him into the water. Fred 
loves to walk around in the pool 
doing his rehabilitation laps 
The extra large changing rooms 
also have handicapped accessi- 
ble showers which make rinsing 
off or showering easier. 

At the Y, these men have 
gained a sense of personal 
empowerment and indepen- 
dence, they have not had for a 
long time. 

The Reading YMCA has an 
upper body cardio machine 
called an Arm Ergometer.

Water under the

“Proving that democracy 
need not be dry, a forum on the 
possible fluoridation of the 
town’s water supply left many 
members of the board and its 
audience speaking a mouthful,” 
notes the “Wilmington Town 


i Crier.” 


“The meeting was alternately 
diplomatic and testy, as the 
board tried to put its best smile 
on its latest Interim Report and 


¢| residential opponents of fluori- 


dation did their best to knock its 
teeth out. 

“It is a Massachusetts state 
law that nonfluoridated commu- 
nities must determine whether 
or not the fluoridation of their 
town’s water supply is in the 
people’s best interest. 

“The second public hearing, 
which took place in the Town 
Hall auditorium, started shortly 
after six and lasted for two 
hours. The structure of the 
meeting was based on Robert's 
Rules of Order. Public Health 
Director Greg Erickson moder- 
ated the proceedings, granting 
each member of the audience 
two three-minute opportunities 
in which they could address the 
board with their questions and 
opinions and concerns. The 
board was given equal time to 
respond and initiate dialogue. 

“The board kicked off the 
proceedings by issuing to the 
audience its Interim Report on 
the Investigation of Fluoridating 
the Public Water Supply. At the 
April 1999 Town Meeting, the 
Wilmington Board of Health 
suggested an article which, if 
approved, would give the board 
some direction by the voters on 
the issue of fluoridation... The 
board's investigation since April 
has included reviewing many 
written documents on the sub- 
ject of fluoridation that had 
been submitted by the board 
staff and members.of the public. 
The investigation also featured 
one other public hearing that 
was held prior. The entire proce- 
dure has so far led the board to 
lean in the direction of favoring 
the fluoridation of the town’s 
water supply...” 

However, a board vote has 
left the issue dead in the water.

State Representative Brian M 
Cresta and State Senator 
Richard R. Tisei,” notes the 
Wakefield edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“According to the local law- 
makers, Wakefield will receive 
$48,622 from the Massachusetts 
Highway Department to relocate 
and update fire alarm equip 
ment along the North Avenue 
corridor. The roadway has been 
approved for an upgrade by the 
state this year. 

“The installation of this new 
fire alarm system is certainly a 
welcome addition to the town’s 
fire response system, and I am 
glad that we can provide our 
firefighters modern equipment, 
said Sen. Tisei. ‘The correspond 
ing upgrades to North Avenue 
will also add safety and increase 
the quality of life for the people 
of Wakefield’ 

“Under the construction 
plans for North Avenue, 
Wakefield was required to relo- 
cate and upgrade its fire alarm 
equipment along the roadway 
during the construction, and 
was responsible for the costs 
involved. Working with the 
Massachusetts Highway 
Department, Cresta and Tisei 
were able to secure state funds 
for the required work.” 


Steering wheels 
in Reading 


“A number of downtown park- 
ing changes were made, and 
several other ideas were 
exchanged as a result of a 
report by the Downtown 
Steering Committee to the 
Board of Selectmen,” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“We've had a lot of concerns 
about the lack of parking in the 
downtown area,’ said Town 
Planner Anna Krieg. ‘So we've 
decided to make some changes 
for areas of high traffic in the 
downtown.’ 

“According to a memo sub- 
mitted by Krieg, the recommen- 
dations of the plan were made to 
provide for the roads of the dif- 
ferent areas and uses of the 
downtown, as well as allow for 
turnover in high traffic areas 
and within the lots in order to 
increase capacity of the parking 
spaces available. 

“The first proposed change 
was to reduce the allotted time 
for spaces at the lot between 
Woburn Street and Haven Street 
(the lot behind CVS) from three 
hours to two hours. 

“This will allow for extended 
stay in the downtown,’ said 
Krieg. ‘But discourage employee 
usage of the lot and allow for 
greater capacity during busi- 
ness hours’ 

“The second parking regula- 


tion change involved reducing 
the allotted limits for street 
parking on both sides of Haven 
Street from the Reading Co-Op 
to Linden Street from one hour 
to thirty minutes. 

“This will address the short- 
er time necessary for the exist- 
ing building uses in the area 
while continuing to allow for 
longer stays on other portions of 
Haven Street; said Krieg. ‘The 
ultimate goal is to encourage 
high turnover in this block to 
assist those consistently seeking 
to park and conduct their busi- 


ued discussion on other area 
including Sanborn Street. the 
Harnden Yard parking lot, Hig! 
Street as it approaches Wolurr 
Street, Pleasant Street ani 
Union after completion of the 
current re-developments, anid 
the depot area. 

“The biggest concern of bot! 
the Selectmen and the area busi 
nesses was the topic of enforce 
ment. 

“These changes are a wor 
derful start and would be cer 
tain to positively affect our busi 
ness, but the real problem js 
enforcement, said Jeff Smith 
owner of Sense of Wonder 
‘Enforcement can be done, and 
it can be done economically. 

“According to Smith

Begin at birth 
Ensure

Good visual health begins at 
birth and parents can help 
ensure their children's good vi- 
sion by being aware of poten- 
tial problems during the first 
few years of life. 

Early diagnosis is always 
best because many eye dis- 
orders can be treated more 
easily when a child is. still 
young, at a time when the 
visual system is still develop- 
ing, 

An infant gets a first eye 
exam in the nursery by the 
pediatrician or family doctor 
who checks that there 1s noth- 
ing causing an obstruction to 
vision, such as a cataract. This 
is important because surgery 
to remove such an obstruction 
would be necessary in the first 
few weeks or months of life to 
prevent permanent loss of vi- 
sion in the affected eye. 

At about 6 months of age, 
the child's primary care doctor 
will screen for proper visual 
ability as well as for eye align- 
ment. Parents should be alert 
for problems which may ap- 
pear at this time. Most healthy 
babies will be able to fixate on 
an object and follow it with his 
eyes by the age of 2 to 3 
months. Don’t be alarmed if, 
within the first few months a 
baby’s eyes occasionally ap- 
pear to be misaligned. 

For example, one eye may 
be crossed or turned out in re- 
lation to the other. Straight 
eyes are the norm by 5 or 6 
months. The next time a child’s 
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good visual health 


eyes should be examined is at 
age 3. At that time, vision test- 
ing can by performed during 
an annual physical checkup 
Eye charts with different size 
pictures can be used once the 
child is able to speak 

Prior to kindergarten or 
first grade, another vision test 
should be given. If any ab- 
normalities are observed dur- 
ing any of these exams, or by 


the parents, an ophthai- 
mologist, a medical doctor who 
special in eye diseases and 


surgery, should be consulted 

An early referral may also 
be warranted if there is a fam- 
ily history of childhood eye dis- 
eases such as cataracts, glau- 
coma or retinoblastoma, a rare 
cancer of the eye. What can 
you expect when you take your 
child to the ophthalmologist? 
An assessment of vision is the 
first step. Each eye will be 
checked separately. This is im- 
portant because a child can 
function normally even if one 
eye is blind, provided that the 
other eye sees well 

Even before the child is able 
to read an eye chart, an 
ophthalmologist can evaluate 
the fixation behavior of each 
eye using various toys or ob- 
jects. 

The doctor also will check 
that the eyes are aligned to 
rule out a condition known as 
strabismus. Strabismus occurs 
when two eyes do not point in 
the same direction, such as 
with crossed eyes. The next 
step is usually to dilate the 
pupils with eye drops. This

enables the doctor to assess for 
cataracts and to view the 
retina, the nerve tissue in the 
back of the eye. 

Another specialized lighted 
instrument can then be used to 
determine if images are being 
focused clearly by the eye. If 
not, the child may need glasses 


so that vision will develop 
normally. There are several 
therapies that may be sug- 


gested if a problem is detected 

Glasses can be useful in 
situations to prevent amblyopia 
or a lazy eye, where the vision 
in an eye does not fully devel- 
op. Patching of an eye also can 
be effective in certain cases. 
Glasses or eye muscle surgery 
may be recommended to prop- 
erly aljgn eyes which are not 
straight, so that they may 
learn to be used together: 

When a child is young, the 
visual system continues to ma- 
ture. Treatment options, which 
may be very effective during 
that time, may offer little or no 
benefit later in life. For this 


reason, early awareness of eye 
care and health certainly can 
make a difference.

Americans seem determined to 
find more meaning in their lives. 
While many seekers are return- 
Ing to the faith of their child- 
hood, more and more people are 
turning, instead, to non-tradi- 
tional practices like yoga, medi- 
tation and New Age philosophies 
to fill the void, according to 
Wade Clark Roof, Ph.D., author 
of Spiritual Marketplace 
Princeton University Press, 
November 1999). Now, scientists 
say, there's another reason to 
“remember our spirit.” At its 
best, the faith that soothes our 
souls also blesses us with 
stronger bodies and longer lives. 
Studies show that going to 
church or temple every week 
extends our lives an average of 
seven years - equal to wearing 
seat belts or not smoking - while 
meditation lowers blood pres- 
sure and strengthens the 
immune system. 

In fact, in the last decade, 
more than 200 scientific studies 
have shown that, as one 
researcher put it, “statistically 
speaking, God is good for you.” 
But how do hours sitting in 
church or spent in the lotus 
position translate into longer 
lives? 

There are the more obvious, 
non-spiritual reasons belief has 
such a positive effect on health. 
Studies show that when you join 
a church or temple you're more 
likely to swear off bad habits 
like drinking, smoking or taking 
drugs. “You clean up your act,” 
says William Strawbridge, Ph.D. 
senior research scientist at the 
California Department of Health 
Services, And researchers have 
long known that belonging to a 
supportive community group - 
anything from being a part of a 
close knit family to having 


friends you laugh with to partic- 
ipating in a running club - 
improves health. 

Still, that doesn’t explain 
away what David Larson, M.D., 
president of the National 
Institute for Healthcare 
Research in Rockville, 
Maryland, says is often referred 
to as “the faith factor.” While a 
1995 Dartmouth Medical School 
study did show that people who 
took part in any community 
activity were three times more 
likely to survive open-heart 
surgery than those who didn’t, 
the same was true for non-join- 
ers who said they “found 
strength and comfort in reli- 
gion.” And those who were both 
joiners and believers were nine 
times as likely to live.

“People say, ‘It’s social sup- 
port, it’s lifestyle, it’s better cop- 
ing,” says Dr. Larson. “It’s that, 
but it’s also more.” That “more” 
may be the inner peace that 
comes with _ spirituality. 
According to Herbert Benson, 
M.D., president of the Mind/ 
Body Medical Institute at Beth 
Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center, serenity from faith or 
meditation builds health per- 
haps by triggering our body's 
natural “relaxation response.” 

In today’s stressful world, a 
dose of tranquillity may be just 
what the doctor would order. 
When we're anxious or angry, 
scientists say, stress hormones 
flood our bodies, revving up our 
heartbeats and tearing down our 
immune systems. Unfortunately, 
many of us fly through our busy 
days in a self-induced state of 
emergency, stress hormones 
boiling over as worries, gripes 
and nagging to-do lists scream 
through our heads. 

When we meditate, says Dr. 
Benson, we trick ourselves into 
letting go of that constant din by 
focusing on something else - our 
breath, a rhythmically repeated 
phrase, a happy memory. 
Because the mind can’t dwell on 
two things at once, that causes 
us to unclench and put worry on 
hold. The minute we do, our 
body automatically returns to 


the relaxation response, its nat- 
ural, healing state, in which 
good chemistry rolls, blood pres- 
sure drops, breathing and brain 
waves slow. 

Like meditation, religious 
faith keeps the stress response 
at bay. Believing in “something 
bigger” than ourselves helps us 
cope with the work piling up or 
the kids screaming. In essence, 
spirituality keeps us from feel- 
ing helpless. “By praying to 
God, people get a feeling of indi- 
rect control over a situation,” 
says Harold G. Koenig, M.D., an 
associate professor of psychia- 
try and medicine at Duke 
University Medical Center.

Roberts plays Brockovich 
who takes a job as a secretary 
in a law firm run by Albert 
Finney’s character. While filing 
paperwork in a pro bono real 
estate case she finds medical 
records for families that live 
near a power plant, noticing 
that many of them have 
leukemia and other serious 
health problems. 

She investigates further. and 
finds that the power plant they 
live near 1s likely responsible for 
the problems, and even worse. 
the company knows about the 
health problems. A lawsuit

This plays like ‘A Civil Action’

Review: This movie won't 
cause Meg Ryan's acting career 
to come to a screeching halt, but 
it’s not the best item on her 
resume, either. 

Ryan plays Eve, the middle of 
three sisters, played by Diane 
Keaton (the oldest) and Lisa 
Kudrow (the youngest). Their 
father, played by Walter 
Matthau, is nearing the end of 


his life, and the three ,.must 
come together to not only help 
ease his last few months and 
days on earth, but also to con- 
sole each other on their impend- 
ing loss.

The script doesn’t offer 
much, and the three aren’t very 
believable as sisters. Ryan 
should avoid doing another 
Delia Ephron-scripted film like 
the plague (she also wrote the 
lackluster ‘You've Got Mail’).
